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Council audit committee to probe new 
rules for school meals that could mean.... 


‘NO DINNER MONEY, 

NO DINNER!’ -WARNING 


THE chairman of 
the scrutiny com¬ 
mittee that pro¬ 
tects children and 
young people in 
Bridgend is to 
investigate new 
procedures 
brought in to deal 
with parents who 
fail to pay for 
school meals. 

Coun Peter Foley said 
he would look into how 
the issue of arrears is 
dealt with after The GEM 
drew the new system to 
his attention. 

A report to this week’s 
audit committee has 
revealed that after a child 
has had 10 school din¬ 
ners which parents have 
not paid for, the child is 


no longer given a hot 
meal, but instead has a 
sandwich and a bottle of 
water. 

This arrangement lasts 
a further five days, but 
the parent is billed as 
though the child has had 
a full dinner. 

If payment has still not 
been received, no further 
meals are given to the 
child and the parent is 
told that if they do not 
pay the outstanding 
money, they must send a 
packed lunch or take 
their child home for a 
meal at lunchtimes. 

This report to the audit 
committee follows a case 
earlier in the year in 
which a school failed to 
collect dinner money 
owing, building up thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
arrears.

The new system has 
been introduced as a 
result of that case and it 
applies only to primary 
schools. 

It started at the begin¬ 
ning of the summer term. 

Under the old system, 
a child would have been 
allowed up to 15 hot 
meals while payment 
was being sought. After 
that, no further meals 
were provided. 

Under the new system, 
schools can only supply a 
hot meal for a maximum 
of ten days. 

A series of letters is 
also sent to parents dur¬ 
ing this period, asking 


them to pay the arrears. 

At the end of the 15 
days, the school must 
refer the matter to the 
authority, which will then 
pursue the debt. 

During the 2009-10 
financial year, arrears of 
only £3,030 built up - 
out of a total of £1.3m 
worth of school meals 
provided; older unpaid 
debts bring the total 
owing to £8,797. 

Coun Peter Foley said 
that he knew nothing 
about the new system: “I 
will be looking into this 
with the scrutiny depart¬ 
ment. We had a discus¬ 
sion only this week on 


the take-up of free school 
meals and the fact that 
more people could be eli¬ 
gible than are actually 
claiming. 

“I will want to be cer¬ 
tain that there is a system 
in place to inform parents 
who get into difficulties 
with paying for school 
meals, about their possi¬ 
ble eligibility for free 
school meals. 

“The committee was 
not convinced that the 
present arrangements 
were working as well as 
they should, especially if 
a parent’s circumstances 
change because they lose 
their job or whatever,” 
he commented. 

Coun Foley added that 
he would like contact to 
be made with parents to 
ensure that they are 
aware of their rights. 


The report on free 
school meals, which 
went to the Children and 
Young People’s Scrutiny 
Committee on Monday, 
was concerned about 
possible stigma attached 
to children who have free 
meals. 

The number of chil¬ 
dren taking free meals 
has decreased by 10 per 
cent over the previous 
year. 

Mr Foley said that he 
would be interested to 
find out if giving a child 
a sandwich and a drink 
while all the others had a 
meal would lead to them 
being stigmatised as the 
children of parents who 
had failed to pay for their 
meals.

... and a shake-up for the 
meals on Wheels service 


A SHAKE-UP in the 
Meals on Wheels

service in Bridgend 
is on the cards. 

Proposals are current¬ 
ly being put together 
which could see seven 
co-driver posts axed as 


part of a bid to save 
£100,000 in the current 
financial year. 

Each meal receives a 
subsidy of £3.40p and 
the council currently 
provides about 1200 


meals a week to 305 cus¬ 
tomers. 

The Meals on Wheels 
issue proved to be a 
political hot potato at the 
last council elections 
after the ruling Rainbow 
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Alliance coalition 
deferred a review on the 
options amid Labour 
allegations that they 
planned to drastically 
reduce the scheme. 

Now, a report present¬ 
ed to last week’s Health 
and Well Being Scrutiny 
Committee from corpo¬ 
rate director for 
Wellbeing, Abigail 
Harris, stated that the 
adult care budget for this 
year includes a require¬ 
ment to save £103,520 
on the meals on wheels 
service. 

These savings can 
only be achieved by cut¬ 
ting costs, increasing 
charges, or a combina¬ 
tion of both. 

The report lists a num¬ 
ber of options to hit the 
savings target. 

These include: 

# Introducing invoic¬ 
ing for the meals. This 
would mean that no cash 
was handled by staff and 
would also mean that 
one person could man 
the van instead of two. 

The double manning 
was brought in for secu¬ 
rity reasons. One driver 
could then be employed 
to deliver meals only.

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PROTECTING THE VULNERABLE 
MUST BE SOCIETY’S PRIORITY 


T HE measure 
of a decent 
society is 
how well it pro¬ 
tects its most vul¬ 
nerable members. 

In this country, we 
have made huge strides 
in recognising that 
everyone has fundamen¬ 
tal rights that cannot be 
taken away, regardless 
of religion, sexuality, 
race, background, 
wealth or education. 

Despite such 
progress, however, more 
still can be done to 
ensure that our commu¬ 
nity is as inclusive and 
vibrant as possible. 

Over the past 
decades, laws, aimed at 
removing unfair barriers 
to healthcare, employ¬ 
ment, social security 
and public life for many 
ethnic and social minor¬ 
ity groups have been 
enacted. 

Legislation such as 
the Race Relations Acts, 
Disability 

Discrimination Act, and 
Employment Equality 
regulations have all con¬ 


tributed to the legal and 
social landscape in 
which we live. 

I am proud of this 
history, and especially 
proud of the Equality 
Act 2010, which was 
brought in by the previ¬ 
ous Labour government 
to consolidate a lot of 
this law into one power¬ 
ful document. 

These measures all 
combine to shape our 
society into one which 
is inclusive and caring, 
and one in which dis¬ 
crimination and abuse 
of vulnerable groups is 
both immoral and ille¬ 
gal. 

Thankfully, a strong 
community and keen 
policing in the Bridgend 
area mean that this topic 
isn’t a major concern 
for a lot of older people. 
Nonetheless, there are 
four types of crimes that 
older or vulnerable peo¬ 
ple could experience. 

Firstly, they could be 
subject to abuse or neg¬ 
lect by someone they 
trust (either in their own 
home or care home). 

Secondly, they could

experience crimes 
which are specifically 
targeted at them because 
they are perceived as 
vulnerable or easy to 
steal from (such as 
muggings or distraction 
burglaries). 

Thirdly, there are 
crimes that aren’t ini¬ 
tially related to the vic¬ 
tim’s age or disability, 
but later become so (for 
example, when a bur¬ 
glar doesn’t know the 
householder but later 
finds out and exploits 
the situation). 

Finally, there are 
crimes which are moti¬ 
vated either partly or 
wholly by hostility to 
the victim’s age or dis¬ 
ability, which may

The Police and 
Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) are 
responsible for consid¬ 
ering prosecution of 
cases using equalities 
legislation and have 
written specific guid¬ 
ance for staff on han¬ 
dling crimes against 
vulnerable and support¬ 
ing older people who 
are victims and witness¬ 
es of crime. 

The two agencies 
work closely together to 
identify prosecutable 
cases early on and to 
offer support to witness¬ 
es and victims through¬ 
out the process. 

Working together 
with specialist advocacy 
services for older peo¬ 
ple, Victim Support, or 
independent mental 
capacity advocates, they 
have a range of pro¬ 
grammes designed to 
help vulnerable people 
through their experience 
of the criminal justice 
system. 

Examples of such 
programmes include the 
Prosecutor’s Pledge, 
which requires prosecu¬ 
tors to always provide 
enough time for older 
people to respond to 
questions. 

Similarly, the 
Victim’s Code allows 
people who may find 
giving evidence confus¬ 
ing or intimidating to 
give their evidence in 
different ways. 

These include via 
‘Personal Statements’ 
which can be read out in 
court and allow the vic¬ 
tim to express their feel¬ 
ings without fear. 

Other special meas¬ 
ures include allowing 
victims and witnesses to 
give evidence away 
from court through a 
live video link or to 
clear the public gallery 
in the courtroom. 

Prosecutors are also 
willing in certain cases 
to meet with victims 
and witnesses to reas¬ 
sure them that their 
needs will be met and to 
build their trust and 
confidence. 

The person can bring 
a relative, carer, inter¬ 
preter or similar person 


with them to that meet¬ 
ing and the CPS will 
ensure that the advocate 
conducting the trial is 
also at the meeting. 

A visit to the court¬ 
room can also be 
arranged for witnesses 
so that they are familiar 
with the set-up of the 
day. 

All of these measures 
are designed to enable 
vulnerable people to 
feel supported and con¬ 
fident throughout the 
process. 

Being a victim or 
witness of a crime is 
something that no one 
should experience, so it 
is vital that we make the 
criminal justice process 
as stress-free as possible 
for people - especially 
those that are vulnera¬ 
ble. 

I hope that crime will 
continue to fall in the 
Bridgend area and that 
fewer people need to 
become involved in the 
criminal justice system. 


For me, the priority is 
ensuring that people of 
whatever age feel confi¬ 
dent in seeking justice, 
help and support. 

If you find yourself a 
victim or witness of 
crime, there are lots of 
organisations that can 
offer information and 
support to you.

Where sheep may 
not safely graze 


A FLOCK of 60 
sheep constantly 
roam through 
Caerau and 

Nantyffyllon wreck¬ 
ing gardens and 
leaving a trail of 
droppings, accord¬ 
ing to Coun Ken 
Hunt. 

He asked the borough 
council to take action to 
alleviate the problem. 

In his question, Coun 
Hunt said that the sheep 
also pose highway dan¬ 
gers and some have been 
killed. The farmer 
blames the council for 
not repairing a section of 
fencing along his land 
which enables them to 
get out. 

Coun Hunt said that 
the fence is broken adja¬ 
cent to the football field 
at Evans Terrace because 
players break it down to 
retrieve their balls. 

He said that the farmer 
had agreed that a stile 
could be erected to 
enable the players to get 


into the field without 
breaking the fence but 
the work has not been 
done. 

He also pointed out 
that the council no longer 
employs a shepherd to 
round up stray animals 
and take them to the 
council pound. 

He asked what action 
the council intended to 
take. 

The response stated 
that the farmer has a right 
to put the sheep on his 
land and that the fence in 
question is owned by the 
council. It has been 
repaired in the past but is 
broken again because of 
footballs being kicked 
onto the farmland. 

A stile is now being 
sourced from the Public 
Rights of Way team and 
will be erected in the next 
few weeks. 

However, officers 
question whether the 
hole in the council’s 
fence is the only route 
that the sheep use to get 
out of their land.

The club has 95 mem¬ 
bers and targets young¬ 
sters at risk of commit¬ 
ting anti-social behav¬ 
iour or substance misuse. 
It attracts about 30 peo¬ 
ple to each session. 

The project is now 
able to provide tennis to 


the young people and a 
five-a-side football area 
has also been set aside in 
the park. 

The project also 
works with the Sports 
Council for Wales to 
offer activities like surf¬ 
ing, biking, rock climb¬ 
ing, canoeing and kayak¬ 
ing for youngsters aged 
from 11 to 25. 

The centre has also 
been selected by the 
Safer Bridgend 

Partnership to offer late 
night provision on 
Friday and Saturday 
evenings to cut down on 
youth annoyance in the 
community. 

The centre is open 
four evenings a week but 
without funding from 
Porthcawl, this would 
have been cut to two 
evenings.

PENSIONERS TO 
GET HELP WITH 
COUNCIL TAX... 


PENSIONERS liv¬ 
ing in Bridgend 
county borough are 
to get help with 
their council tax - 
thanks to the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government. 

BCBC has been allo¬ 
cated £166,159 by the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government to distrib¬ 
ute to pensioners in the 
area who are aged 65 or 
older and are liable for 
council tax. 

The council has the 
freedom to determine its 
own scheme of distribu¬ 
tion and after consider¬ 
ing all the options, the 
cabinet has decided to 
allocate most of the 
money in a flat rate pay¬ 
ment of a maximum of 
£75 per household for all 
pensioners who do not 
receive council tax bene¬ 
fit. 

This will help pen¬ 
sioners on modest 
incomes or with modest 
savings who miss out on 
means tested benefits. 

It will be simple to 
administer and appli¬ 
cants will only have to 
produce proof of age. It 
will also help identify 
those people who should 
be getting council tax 
benefit. 

But as the scheme 
would not necessarily 
give enough help to the 
neediest pensioners, it 
was also agreed that 
£5,000 be set aside to 


create a hardship fund 
which would make spe¬ 
cific one-off payments to 
pensioners in need of 
assistance. 

This will also be sim¬ 
ple to administer. 

There are between 
9,000 and 12,000 pen-

These answers were

The council has also 
discovered that some 
buildings have high elec¬ 
tricity usage and the 
cause of this is being 
investigated. 

The top 20 per cent of 
buildings which use the 
most energy and water 
are to be targeted as hav¬ 
ing the greatest potential 
for energy reduction. 

Intelligent meters are 
to be installed to assist 
the council’s energy 
management unit to sig¬ 
nificantly improve the 
energy and cost perform¬ 
ance of buildings. 

These will give half 
hourly readings on con¬ 
sumption, daily meter 
readings and will help 
identify energy wastage. 

The use of these 
meters can save between 
five and 10 per cent of 
energy consumed which 
would work out at up to 
£172,000 for gas and up 
to £297,000 for electrici¬ 
ty. 


County borough 
council to identify 
energy wastage 
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‘Crisis talks over 
refuse collection’ 

- CLAIM DENIED BY COUNCIL

CLAIMS that crisis 
meetings have been 
taking place this 
week to deal with 
problems arising 
from the new recy¬ 
cling and refuse col¬ 
lection service in 
Bridgend have been 
strongly denied by 
the borough coun¬ 
cil. 

Borough councillor 
Phil White of Caerau told 
Maesteg Town Council at 
its meeting on Tuesday 
that cabinet member 
John Spanswick, 

Communities director 
Louise Fradd and the 
boss of May Gurney, 
who are the contractors, 
have held “crisis meet¬ 
ings” in a bid to find 
solutions to complaints 
about how the new serv¬ 
ice, which started in 
June, is running. 

Problems with the 
service were raised at the 
meeting by Coun Phil 
Jenkins, who said that 
many people had not 
been given the recycling 
bags and boxes neces¬ 
sary. 

“I understand that the 
items are on order but we 
have no idea when they 
will arrive. People are 
using black bags instead 
but they are not being 
picked up.” 

Borough councillor 
Colin Teesdale said that 
council phone lines were 
“full” with residents 
complaining about the 
service: “But it is early 
days and Bridgend are 
brand leaders. 

“We are leading the 
way with recycling. It is 
not running perfectly but 


it will happen, although 
more time is needed.” 

Coun Phil White said 
that there were problems 
in certain areas. He went 
on: “John Spanswick met 
Louise Fradd and May 
Gurney yesterday 

(Monday) for a crisis 
meeting and the manag¬ 
ing director of May 
Gurney was coming 
down today (Tuesday) to 
look at the problem and 
see what can be done to 
resolve it.” 

However, the coun¬ 
cil’s recycling figures 
had already increased to 
60 per cent - well on the 
way to the target of recy¬ 
cling 80 per cent of waste 
by 2020: “We have one 
of the highest figures in 
Wales,” he added. 

There were problems 
at Sarn last week and 
Coun Pat Penpraze said 
that a whole estate was 
not picked up. 

“People living in the 
flats at Jubilee Crescent 
were not given recycling 
equipment and told to 
use the black bags. Fair 
play, they did that, but 
the bags were not picked 
up. 

“They left out a whole 
estate which is ridicu¬ 
lous. Those bags have 
been left lying around for 
a week - they had still 
not been collected on 
Tuesday night and I will 
be checking to see if they 
go on Wednesday, which 
is the normal collection 
day,” she vowed. 

Mrs Penpraze said that 
she had spent three days 
on the phone to the coun¬ 
cil and May Gurney in a 
bid to sort out the prob¬ 


lems and was disappoint¬ 
ed that nobody had been 
sent to collect the bags. 

Coun Penpraze said 
that there was a lack of 
communication between 
the officers in Bridgend 
and the operatives of 
May Gurney. 

“We only have a black 
bag collection once every 
two weeks, so when the 
boys saw black bags out 
last week, which was not 
a collection week, they 
just left them,” she said. 

“They were obviously 
not told that the bags 
contained recycling. 
There seems to be no 
communication at all.” 

She added: “I don’t 
see how they will cope 
unless they have more 
lorries and more work¬ 
men.” 

The GEM also under¬ 
stands that more than 
1,000 houses in Brackla 
were left off the collec¬ 
tion routes last week. 

Former council leader 
Cheryl Green said that a 
whole street in Laleston 
was left out last week and 
she knew other council¬ 
lors had reported similar 
problems. The collectors 
had been out as late as 
7pm picking up recy¬ 
cling. 

“They are working 
long hours at the 
moment,” she added. 

Coun Ken Hunt, who 
chairs the Scrutiny 
Committee involved, 
said he was unaware of 
any crisis meetings and 
nobody had updated him 
on what was happening. 

“Nobody has 

approached me about 
this, but I know there are 


hiccups. However, I feel 
that the recycling initia¬ 
tive has had a good 
response so far.” 

A council spokesman 
denied that any crisis 
talks have taken place 
and said that daily moni¬ 
toring meetings are being 
held. 

He said that the serv¬ 
ice was performing well. 

He went on: “With a 
60 per cent recycling rate 
achieved against a Welsh 
national average of 51 
per cent in the last week 
alone, there has been a 
huge response to the new 
scheme and people are 
really getting behind it 
and showing their sup¬ 
port. 

“This is a huge initia¬ 
tive, involving more than 
60,000 homes. With a 
scheme of this size, daily 
meetings are being held 
between May Gurney 
and the council so that 
we can monitor progress, 
highlight areas where it 
is working well and, if 
necessary, make adjust¬ 
ments where there are 
teething issues.” 

The spokesman added 
that as far as the problem 
reported in Jubilee 
Crescent in Sam is con¬ 
cerned, areas which have 
flats and access issues 
have been told to contin¬ 
ue putting all their waste 
into black bags on a 
weekly basis. 

They will be collected 
and taken to the MREC 
centre where the waste 
will be sorted. 

Affected residents will 
be contacted soon with 
details of how they can 
take part in the recycling 
scheme.

Wife forgives husband who 
attacked her with breadknife

AFTER drinking 
more than a bottle of 
vodka, an unem¬ 
ployed computer 
engineer attacked his 
wife of 13 years 
armed with a bread- 
knife, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Garth Oelofse (41) of 
Tondu, a South African 
national, came up behind 
his wife Susan Oelofse 
and drew the knife across 
her face, cutting her lip 
and cheek, and also cut¬ 
ting her throat, said pros¬ 
ecutor Ruth Smith. 

Oelofse, a man with 
no previous convictions, 
admitted a charge of 
wounding and was sen¬ 
tenced to 36 weeks 


imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for 18 months, and 
ordered to carry out 200 
hours unpaid work. 

Oelofse, who had 
already been in custody 
for 72 days, was told by 
Recorder Christopher 
Clee: “It does not seem 
that a huge amount will 
be achieved by returning 
you to prison.” 

He added: “I hope 
never to see you again, 
and I wish you all the 
best in the future.” 

Ms Smith said that on 
April 16, Mrs Oelofse 
returned home from 
work to find her husband 
drunk. 

“It was an ongoing 


pattern for three years 
since he lost his job. He 
would drink most days 
and sometimes binge 
drink.” said Ms Smith. 

“He said he had drunk 
a bottle of vodka, had left 
the house and had even 
more to drink.” 

It was then, said Ms 
Smith, that he attacked 
her with the knife. She 
elbowed him away and 
escaped to a neighbour 
and called the police. 

Oelofse also called the 
police and an ambulance 
and said he had cut his 
wife. 

He told the police: 
“She drove me to it.” 

He indicated he was 


on medication, should 
not have been drinking 
and could not recollect 
the attack. 

Ms Smith said his wife 
was supportive, had been 
shaken by the incident 
but had never experi¬ 
enced violence before. 

The court was told that 
she later said she wanted 
to withdraw her com¬ 
plaint and still loved her 
husband. 

Oelofse’s counsel, 
Owen Williams, said: 
“He asked the police to 
arrest him. Frankly, he 
can’t remember commit¬ 
ting the offence and is 
deeply ashamed of what 
he has done. 

“There may well be a 
reconciliation, and she 
has forgiven him.”

Trials and tribulations of 
broadband in the Vale 


S INCE my election 
just eight weeks ago, 
a week hasn’t yet 
passed when I haven’t 
received a complaint 
about the poor quality 
broadband capacity 
across the Vale. 

It is a significant problem in 
the rural villages, but also rele¬ 
vant to parts of Barry and 
Llantwit. It is also ironic that 
when the BBC’s Wales Today 
ran an item nearly two years ago 
on the lack of broadband and 
‘not spots’ across Wales, this 
was the subject that gained the 
greatest response from viewers 
of any local matter. 

Good broadband links are 
essential to support business and 
communities. This week, a 
businessman from the rural Vale 
complained that he may have to 
move house to sustain the busi¬ 
ness he runs from home, unless 
the bandwidth is improved. 

He runs an international busi¬ 
ness that requires large files and 
videos to be sent to him at all 
hours of the day and night and 
the lack of bandwidth means 
that he cannot respond quickly 
enough. It is a high value busi¬ 
ness that brings new money to 
the community and has the 
potential to grow and prosper. 
Schools today require much

work to be done over the inter¬ 
net, again needing greater and 
greater bandwidth. 

Bandwidth levels that seemed 
impressive just 12 months ago, 
are now out of date. There is a 
need for significant investment. 

I have spoken to the chief 
executive of Openreach, the part 
of the BT group that is responsi¬ 
ble for the network, and his pri¬ 
ority is naturally to meet larger 
demands in towns and cities. 

Barry has the good fortune of 
being one of the early ‘Super 
Fast Broadband’ towns and 
there are some excellent internet 
based small companies in opera¬ 
tion. 

Improving links to the rural 
Vale, however, is a different 
challenge. Colwinston or 
Llancarfan will not have the 


demand to warrant a private 
company from investing tens or 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds to improve the service. 

There is a need for govern¬ 
ment support on this. European 
money is being used in other 
rural parts of Wales but again, 
the Vale is ruled out of this. 

The Minister in Westminster 
plans to spend the money that 
was previously used for the dig¬ 
ital television switchover to 
improve broadband. It is not yet 
clear how that money will be 
allocated, but it is important that 
we shout the loudest.

A Freedom of 
Information cam¬ 
paign waged by an 
Assembly Member 
has led to the reve¬ 
lation that educa¬ 
tion consultants 
were paid up to 
£500 a day by the 
Vale Council. 

Plaid Cymru AM 
Leanne Wood said it was 
a victory for transparen¬ 
cy that “secrecy over the 
payments” made to con¬ 


sultants was at an end. 

The Information 
Commissioner ruled in 
May that the authority 
should release full details 
on the consultants’ costs, 
and, following an investi¬ 
gation and a 25-page 
judgement by Assistant 
Commissioner Anne 
Jones, it has now done 
so. 

Leanne Wood lodged 
an appeal under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act after the Vale 
Council, while disclosing

tainly not by a desire to 
find out people’s bank 
details as was erroneous¬ 
ly suggested by the 
authority.” 

In her judgement Anne 
Jones had said: “The 
council did not provide 
the commissioner with 
any firm arguments to 
support its view that the 
disclosure would be like¬ 
ly to prejudice the con¬ 
sultants’ or the council’s 
own interests. 

“There is a strong pub¬ 
lic interest in transparen¬ 
cy in relation to the use 
of public money and 
ensuring that public 
authorities are achieving 
the best price for work 
that it outsourced to 
external companies.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the Vale Council said: 
“The council did not 
withhold the cost of the 
consultants. Ms Wood 
was supplied with details 
of the costs and a break¬ 
down of the work under¬ 
taken. 

“The fees charged by 
the individual consult¬ 
ants were not released as 
the individuals did not 
give their consent to the 
release of the informa¬ 
tion - indeed one con¬ 
sultant felt that the 
release would breach 
their rights under Data 
Protection. ” 

The spokeswoman 
insisted that the council 
aims to be transparent in 
its work, pointing out: 
“This is demonstrated by 
its plans to become the 
first council in Wales to 
publish details on its 
website of all purchases 
made by its services cost¬ 
ing more than £500. 

“The Freedom of 
Information Act has been 
in operation for five and 
a half years and. in that 
time out of more than 
1,500 requests received 
only four decisions have 
been made against the 
council by the commis¬ 
sioner. Hardly the record 
of a council that tries ‘to 
avoid giving informa¬ 
tion ’. ” 

The spokeswoman 
emphasised that the work 
done had proved good 
value for money. 

“Consultants were 
engaged to support the 
Directorate of Learning 
and Development during 
a period when three of 
the four heads of service 
posts within the direc¬ 
torate were vacant. 

“Employed on a part- 
time basis, the work of 
the consultants enabled 
key services to be sus¬ 
tained and arrangements 
for the Estyn inspection 
of education services to 
be progressed. 

“The use of this part- 
time support proved to be 
excellent value for 
money, saving approxi¬ 
mately £58,000 on salary 
costs. 

The Estyn inspection 
report stated that in the 
Vale ‘some of the highest 
school and pupil per¬ 
formance levels in Wales 
are achieved from one of 
the lowest resource 
bases’.”

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UNCONSCIOUS MAN 
WAS ‘KICKED LIKE 
RUGBY CONVERSION’

‘Will-o-the-wisp’ winger 
fast making his mark! 

(AND SO IS PORTHCAWUS TOM!) 

IT was a proud moment 
for his Penmark family 
when 23-year-old Will 
Harries came off the 
bench to win his first cap 
for Wales in the second 
Test against New 
Zealand. 

The elusive Dragons’ 
winger leapfrogged Welsh 
rivals after just two seasons 
with the Gwent region, 
when rave reviews for a 
purple patch of eight tries 
in nine matches, brought 
him to the attention of 
national team coach Warren 
Gatland.

Council looks again at cost 
of meals-on-wheels service 


A FORMER 
Welsh basketball 
international was 
one of two men 
who carried out a 
vicious assault on a 
pub-goer, because 
a young woman 
gave him a kiss. 

At one stage, Conner 
O’Connell was believed 
by a witness to be dead, 
after one of the attackers 
stamped on his head and 
kicked him in a manner 
similar to “taking a rugby 
conversion” Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

Darris Lyddon (20) 
and Oliver Downs (19) 
both of Bridgend, admit¬ 
ted causing Mr 
O’Connell actual bodily 
harm. Downs also plead¬ 
ed guilty to possessing 
cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

Judge William Gaskell 
said: “One can only look 
at your behaviour with 
contempt. You are both 
cowards.” 

Lyddon was sentenced 
to 10 months in a young 
offender institution, sus¬ 
pended for two years, 
and was ordered to carry 
out 250 hours unpaid 
work. 

He was also subject to 


be electronically tagged 
and made subject to a 
four-month 9pm to 6am 
curfew. 

In addition, he was 
ordered to pay Mr 
O’Connell £1,000 com¬ 
pensation, and costs of 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Downs received 12 
months in a young 
offender institution, sus¬ 
pended for two years, 
and was ordered to carry 
out 300 hours unpaid 
work. 

He was made subject 
to a 9pm to 6am curfew 
for six months and to be 
elecronically tagged. 

In addition, he was 
ordered to pay £1,000 
compensation to the vic¬ 
tim, and costs of £765. 

Prosecutor Sian 
Phillips said that last 
August, Mr O’Connell 
was drinking in the 
Farmers Arms pub, Cefn 
Cribwr, when in the beer 
garden, a girl called 
Jasmine gave him a kiss, 
something he did not 
want, because she was 
going out with Downs. 

Downs appeared and 
punched him. Lyddon 
also punched him. 

He was assaulted a 


number of times after 
that and lost conscious¬ 
ness. 

A witness, Christopher 
Smith, saw Downs stamp 
on his head three times 
while he was uncon¬ 
scious and deliver the 
“conversion kick”. That 
witness “thought he was 
dead” said Ms Phillips. 

He suffered abrasions, 
bruising, swellings and 
cuts. Lyddon was arrest¬ 
ed at the scene, said he 
was a binge drinker and 
denied the assault. 
Downs admitted it. 

While on bail, Downs 
was spotted by the police 
in a car in Cefn Cribwr, 
cutting up pieces of 
cannabis, and in his pos¬ 
session was a weighing 
scale and small bags of

cannabis. On his mobile 
phone were texts con¬ 
cerning drug dealing. 

Lyddon’s counsel, 
Byron Broadstock said 
his client was a former 
Welsh basketball interna¬ 
tional and had had a trial 
for the Ospreys rugby 
team. 

The offence, he said, 
was out of character. 

He said he had suf¬ 
fered a mental break¬ 
down four times and had 
been sectioned four 
times, once in Greece 
and once in Egypt. 

Giles Hayes, for 
Downs, said: “He is 
embarrassed and 

ashamed and has been 
ostracised by his local 
community.” 

Both men were said to 
have no previous convic¬ 
tions.

The council runs 
seven vans, which 
would mean the loss of 
seven part-time posts. 

• Investigating the 
option of having the 
meals produced by out¬ 
side suppliers. The 
kitchens in use at Pyle 
Welfare Hall have been 
deemed to be unsuitable, 
and there is no money to 
carry out improvements. 

At the moment, the 
kitchen employs a cook, 
assistant cook and three 
kitchen assistants to pro¬ 
duce 250 meals a day. 

The review will look 
at whether or not the 
schools catering service 
could carry out this 
work, or an outside 


provider which would 
cook to the council’s 
specifications. 

The report states: 
“The provision of a hot 
daily meal for those who 
need it remains an 
important part of the 
support package avail¬ 
able to enable people to 
remain living at home 
for as long as possible 

“We have recognised 
the need to improve the 
quality of the meals in 
terms of nutritional 
value and variety, and 
the efficiency of the 
service in order to deliv¬ 
er best value.” 

The service is also 
looking at where the 
delivery vans are to be 
kept to save time as, at 
the moment, they are 


kept in Bryncethin but 
the service is based in 
Pyle. 

This entails a lot of 
wasted time as the vans 
are driven to Pyle at the 
start and end of every 
shift. 

Another option is to 
look at creating two 
bases for the service - 
one in the north of the 
borough and another in 
the south. 

The option of intro¬ 
ducing invoicing has 
been explored, as this 
method is used for pay¬ 
ing for other home care 
services. It could be 
introduced in the 
autumn, which is when 
the single manning of 
the vans would begin. 

The objective is to 
increase deliveries to 
seven days a week 
throughout the borough 
- at the moment, only 
Porthcawl, Cornelly, 
Kenfig Hill, Pyle, Cefn 
Cribwr, Sarn and 
Bridgend get a seven 
day service. They are 
delivered only five days 
a week in Maesteg, 
Ogmore and Garw. 

A meeting has already 
been held with staff, and 
further meetings are 
planned. 

Each meal costs the 
council £6.80p to pre¬ 
pare and deliver, but the 
charge is £3.40p per day, 
which means that each 
meal is subsidised by 
£3.40p. Users have a 
two choice menu on a 
seven-week rota. 

Cabinet has not yet 
made any decisions on 
the options available. 

Former council leader 
Cheryl Green, who now 
heads the Liberal 
Democrat group, said 
that when this came up 
in the past, it was 


deferred for more infor¬ 
mation to be gathered. 

“We felt we did not 
enough information to 
take a decision. That 
was in March 2008. I 
cannot understand how 
it has taken a further two 
years to come back with 
these proposals. 

“My only concern is 
to ensure that the service 
users get a hot meal per 
day by whatever method 
is available. This is often 
the only hot meal that 
some people get, so it 
has to be of good quali¬ 
ty- 

“I will be interested to 
see what the cabinet 
decides to do about 
this,” she concluded. 

A spokesman for 
BCBC said that the 
council had been deliv¬ 
ering a hot meal to peo¬ 
ple in their own homes 
for many years and the 
service was a corner¬ 
stone of social care in 
the borough. 

He said that while the 
council was committed 
to providing a daily hot 
cooked meal to those 
unable to do it for them¬ 
selves, they were looking 
to improve the quality of 
the meals, whilst ensur¬ 
ing best value for both 
the customer and the 
council tax payer. 

He added that the 
council was looking to 
its award-winning cater¬ 
ing service to try and 
improve the way meals 
are prepared and 
cooked, and it was 
hoped to extend the 
service to seven days a 
week across the bor¬ 
ough. 

There was no com¬ 
ment about the possibil¬ 
ity of seven jobs being 
axed.

Town centre library 
move is put on hold 


LONG-term plans 
to move the 
Bridgend town 
library to the 
Recreation Centre 
may have to go on 
hold in the short 
term. 

That information was 
contained in a report to 
the health and well being 
scrutiny committee at its 
meeting last week. 

An update on the 
Bridgend Recreation 
Centre redevelopment 
was given to the com¬ 
mittee. 

This revealed that 
while work was under 
way on the options 
reported to cabinet in 
Lebruary, which includ¬ 
ed the library move, 
more affordable options 
are now being pursued. 

These are based main¬ 
ly on the redevelopment 
of the sports hall at the 
centre. 

These revised options 
would mean taking a 
phased approach to the 
redevelopment. 

The report goes on: 
“These options mean

accepting initially that it 
would not be possible to 
achieve the long-term 
vision and integrate 
library facilities into the 
centre.” 

But the report says 
that plans to move the 
county library facilities 
at Coed Parc will carry 
on. The building is 
known to be in a bad 
state. 

The report states that 
they will be moved to 
the old Ty’r Ardd day 
centre, located next to 
the Sunnyside building, 
and also to Ravens 
Court, next to Bridgend 
RPC, which are new 
offices being leased by 
the council. 

The report being pre¬ 
pared will also look at 
other options for the 
centre, which include a 
larger fitness gymnasi¬ 
um, and facilities for 
activities like soft play, 
ten pin bowling, indoor 
five a side and a fitness 
studio. 


# Work on Maesteg 
swimming pool is due to 
be completed in time for 
it to re-open in 
September. Work is 
under way to prepare an 
“appropriate programme 
and staffing structure” to 
ensure that the pool is as 
financially viable as pos¬ 
sible when it re-opens. 

It was forced to close 
because equipment was 
antiquated and failing. 

# A feasibility study 
is under way on the 
Berwyn Centre in 
Nantymoel, and this 
could impact on the 
future role of the 
Ogmore Valley Life 
Centre. 

# Work needed to

FOURTH TIME MAY 
BE THE LAST FOR 
SHREK FRANCHISE 


W HILE Toy 
Story joins 
the trilogy 
club later this 
month, as part 
three reaches cine¬ 
mas, one particular 
animation icon has 
gone one better, 
with the fourth 
Shrek outing, 
Forever After , land¬ 
ing on the big 
screen. 

Given that the previ¬ 
ous three films have 
made more than $2bil- 
lion at the box office, a 
fourth offering was a 
formality, though given 
the lacklustre Shrek The 
Third there is much to 
prove. 

This instalment sees 
Shrek (Mike Myers) 
make a pact with 
Rumpelstiltskin to feel 
more like an ogre - but 
when he is double 
crossed, he finds himself 
in an alternative Far Far 
Away, where he is hunt¬ 
ed like the ogre he used 
to be. He has never met 
Fiona (Cameron Diaz) 
and Rumpelstiltskin is 
king! 

Shrek sets out to 
straighten things out, but 
in this world the people 
he can rely on - Donkey 
(Eddie Murphy) and 
Puss In Boots (Antonio 
Banderas) - aren’t quite 
the same people they 
were before... 

When Shrek was 
released in 2001, it was 
a massive breath of fresh 
air. While the majority 
of animations (Pixar 
aside) were content to 
wheel out adaptations of 
classic stories or talking 
animals, the concept of 
Shrek was clever, cool 
and highly original. 

Shrek 2 continued that 
good work, creating a 
sequel that was better 
than its original, ramp¬ 
ing up the scope, story 
and ambition but losing 
nothing in the process. 

It was this freshness 
that was sadly lacking in

Not that those words 
should put off parents or 
youngsters - Shrek does¬ 
n’t develop a gambling 
habit or addiction to 
painkillers: but tonally, 
the film feels a touch 
more adult, perhaps 
mindful that in the nine 
years since the original 
was released, the audi¬ 
ence has grown up - and 
so have their expecta¬ 
tions. 

The set-up brings both 
adults and children into 
the mix - the former will 
no doubt feel a touch of 
empathy for the ogre 
whose roar has been 
diminished by becoming 
a loveable member of 
the community and fam¬ 
ily man, and who feels 
like he has lost his way 
in the world; while the 
former will no doubt 
enjoy seeing another 
fairytale character, 
Rumpelstiltskin, enter 
the character’s universe 
and enjoy the sight of 
Shrek and Fiona’s three 
babies belching in a way 
that would make their 
father proud. 

But from this set-up, 
screenwriters Josh 
Klausner and Darren 
Lemke waste the prem¬ 
ise to a degree, taking 
what could have been 
something quite intrigu¬ 
ing and not quite being 
able to carry it through. 

Shrek undergoing a 
midlife crisis, changing 
what he wants to change 


they might like to

before realising that he 
was happier where he 
was all along is hardly 
the most original of nar¬ 
rative arcs, but it doesn’t 
need to be, if handled 
well; and while the pair 
find some beautiful 
moments in the course 
of the story (Shrek try¬ 
ing to prove his love to 
Fiona, now leader of the 
ogre resistance), it feels 
a touch too fast-paced 
and perfunctory to truly 
resonate. 

The humour is as ever 
omnipresent, skewering 
fairytale convention 
while making the odd 
nod to pop culture 
throughout. 

However, just as the 
story starts to build up 
some real momentum, 
the conclusion comes 
along and that’s that. 
Although the length of 
films is becoming a 
touch excessive at times, 
given the love of the 
characters and the fran¬ 
chise, a little bit more 
time spent in this alter¬ 
native world would have 
given a fresh sheen to 
the characters and situa¬ 
tions they find them¬ 
selves in. 

As it is, despite their 
new world, the charac¬ 
ters function as more of 
the same, with only 
Shrek really undergoing 
anything resembling a 
change. His unhappi¬ 
ness at his new life is 
portrayed superbly by 
both the animation and 
the vocal performance of 
Mike Myers shows a 
quiet humour, mixed 
with pathos, that stands 
out well. 

Cameron Diaz does 
another good job as 
Fiona, though much like 
Eddie Murphy’s Donkey 
and Antonio Banderas’ 
Puss In Boots, the char¬ 
acters are very much hit¬ 
ting the same marks 
they’ve been hitting 
since they first turned up 
in the franchise, the 
characters, and perform¬ 
ances, sidelined to a 
degree to make room for 
the main story arc 
involving Shrek. 

Of the new members 
of the vocal cast, Mad 
Men’s Jon Hamm does 
well in a small role as an 
ogre accomplice of 
Fiona’s, while the likes 
of Flight of the 
Conchords ’ Kristen 
Schaal, Kathy Griffin, 
Craig Robinson, John 
Cleese and Julie 
Andrews all add a little 
bit of quality to proceed¬ 


ings. 

But it is Walt Dohm, 
as Rumpelstiltskin, who 
deserves the plaudits, 
particularly as he is the 
film’s story editor and 
not a natural actor. 

However, throwing 
away any sense of 
restraint, he makes the 
character of 
Rumpelstiltskin pleas¬ 
antly evil, amping up the 
arch villainy but with the 
knowing wink so neces¬ 
sary in films of this ilk, 
delivering a highly 
pleasing turn. 

Considering he previ¬ 
ously helmed live action 
comedy Deuce Bigalow: 
Male Gigolo, director 
Mike Mitchell moves to 
animation with consider¬ 
able skill, using the 3D 
effect to give the film 
depth of vision and clari¬ 
ty rather than use it in a 
gimmicky fashion 

While films like 
Clash of the Titans do 
the nature of 3D a dis¬ 
service, you can be 
assured you won’t regret 
paying the extra for 
Shrek Forever After. 

Despite the technolog¬ 
ical upgrade, however, 
there is little in the way 
of visual update, the 
world and characters so 
well ingrained that there 
is little visual trickery 
Mitchell can employ - 
but with the levels of 
realism in the facial 
movements of the char¬ 
acters increasing, the 
film is still wonderful to 
look at. 

While a marked 
improvement on the last 
entry to the franchise, 
Shrek Forever After 
doesn’t quite hit the 
heights the first two 
achieved, but certainly 
makes a good attempt at 
it. If this is the last 
Shrek film to be made 
(though don’t despair as 
Puss In Boots has his 
own movie due out next 
year) then at least the 
franchise has bowed out 
on a higher note than 
part three would have 
allowed. 

VERDICT - Fourth 
time is just about the 
charm for the Shrek 
franchise as, if rumours 
are to be believed, Shrek 
Forever After brings the 
curtain down on the 
loveable ogre. While the 
vocal performances, par¬ 
ticularly from Mike 
Myers and Walt Dohm, 
hit the spot, the slightly 
rushed nature of the 
story, and failure to real¬ 
ly dig into the meat of it, 
means that while an 
agreeable viewing expe¬ 
rience, it just falls short 
of reaching the heights 
of Shrek and Shrek 2. 
Enjoyable.

TOM WILLIAMS IS A FUTURE WELSH STAR 



TWO year-9 pupils from Penarth’s 
Stanwell Comprehensive produced the 
stand-out performances at this year’s 
Cardiff & the Vale Schools’ under-15 
track and field championships, held at 
the Cardiff International Sports 
Stadium. 

Sprinter/jumper Tom Williams, who set a new 
Cardiff & the Vale Schools long jump best in the 
2008 championships, was unable to compete in the 
qualifying competitions, but was given a non scor¬ 
ing, wild card entry to the championships. 

That did not deter him from taking first place in 
all three of the individual competitions in which he 
took part - 100, 200 and long jump - with the sort 
of performances which mark him as a potential 
Welsh champion later in the summer. 

Because he was non-scoring, his school lost out 
on 51 points in the team competition, and the sec¬ 
ond placed athlete in all three competitions gain the 
status of ‘champion’. 

On the field, Matteo Holmes was the other 
Stanwell pupil to make his mark, in the throws. 

He was a comfortable winner in the hammer, and 
seemed pleased to record a distance just over 40 
metres to take the javelin title. 

In the discus, he finished only second on the card 
but the longest throw was set by Ryan Marlowe (YG 
Glantaf), who was another pupil who missed the 
qualifying competitions and competed as a non¬ 
scoring wild card entry. 

The outcome is that Matteo is champion in three 
events, and his school did benefit to the tune of 51 
points! 

The Vale schools claimed a further four titles in 
the boys’ competitions, through Matthew Collins 
(Barry Comprehensive, 800m), Ieuan Orton (Bro 
Morgannwg, High Jump), and the Cowbridge duo 
of Joe Gaughan (Shot) and George Griffiths (Long 
Jump). 

In the girls’ competitions, two pupils successful¬ 
ly defended the title that they won last year - Lucy 
Tarrant (Llantwit, 800m) and Nancie Edwards 
(Cowbridge, 1500m walk) - while Catrin Cosier 
(Bryn Hafren, 100m), Megan Osborne (Llantwit, 
1500m), Annabel Curie (Cowbridge, High Jump), 
Isabelle Armour (Cowbridge, Discus) and Danielle 
Dakin-Weston (Llantwit, Javelin) also won their 
events. 

There was great joy for the Cowbridge PE depart¬ 
ment in the team competition as their girls claimed 
a win in a very close contest. 

Individual winners should make a note in their 
diary for Tuesday, September 7. That is the date of 
the Cardiff & the Vale Schools Track & Field 
Presentation Evening at Cardiff High School, start¬ 
ing at 7 pm. 

Many of the best performers from this fixture 
represented Cardiff & the Vale against the other 
seven districts at the Aviva Welsh Schools’ National 
track & field championships, which was held at 
Penlan, Brecon on Saturday, July 3. There was a 
restriction on the number of events in which a pupil 




can compete - two individual events plus a relay.

Borough council 
counts the cost 
of the recession 


A PICTURE of how 
Bridgend has been 
affected by the 
recession was pre¬ 
sented to the cabi¬ 
net of Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) in 
a report. 

The report revealed 
that the area had been 
very hard hit by what 
has been the deepest 
recession since the 
Second World War. 

The job losses, which 
were in the hundreds, 
represented 3.6 per cent 
of the borough’s total 
workforce of 53,700 
between April 2008 and 
March 2009. 

The biggest single 
loss during this period 
was the closure of the 
Budelpack-Cosi factory 

- on the old Revlon site 

- which was the largest 
employer in Maesteg. 

But automotive, con¬ 
struction, financial serv¬ 
ices and retail were all 
badly hit as well. 

The number of people 
claiming Jobseekers 
Allowance rose by 130 
per cent between June 

2008 and November 

2009 - from 1,632 to 
3,761. 

This rise is the third 
highest in Wales by 
local authority area and 
higher than the average 
Welsh increase of 92 per

cent. The percentage of 
the working age popula¬ 
tion claiming unemploy¬ 
ment benefits also more 
than doubled - rising 
from 2 per cent to 4.6 
per cent between those 
two dates. 

The rise in the 
Ogmore constituency 
part of the borough over 
the year to June 2009 
was 3.5 per cent - the 
highest in Wales. 

The council has been 
working with various 
organisations and busi¬ 
nesses in the borough to 
create job opportunities, 
develop skills and to 
ensure investment in 
sustainable long-term 
projects. 

Schemes to encour¬ 
age business investment 
have created 214 jobs 
and have safeguarded a 
further 476. 

Thirty seven new 
enterprises have been 
created, and a further 
132 have been support¬ 
ed. 

Looking at popula¬ 
tion projections until 
2021, it is predicted that 
Bridgend’s population 
will rise from 132,584 to 
144,600 - a nine per 
cent increase. 

But the number of 
young people aged up to 


15 will decrease by 1.18 
per cent while the num¬ 
ber of older people aged 
65 plus will increase by 
28.9 per cent. 

This means that the 
council has to plan 
future services carefully. 
Things such as schools 
and social care will be 
crucially affected by 
population changes. 

The borough also has 
significant health issues. 
Bridgend has 23.8 per 
cent of its population - 
19,000 people - with a 
disability compared 
with 19.1 per cent for 
Wales as whole. 

A quarter of the popu¬ 
lation has a limiting 
long-term illness and 
life expectancy for both 
men and women is 
below the Welsh aver¬ 
age. 

For men it is 76 years, 
compared to 77 for 
Wales, and for women it 
is 80 compared to 81. 

The borough also has 
11 per cent of its adult 
population being treated 
for mental illness, com¬ 
pared to the Welsh aver¬ 
age of nine per cent. 

More than 98 per cent 
of the population is from 
a white ethic back¬ 
ground - just 1.4 per 
cent is black or a minor¬ 
ity ethnic background. 

Seventy per cent 
describe themselves as 
Christian.

Welsh rugby legend, 
Gareth Edwards, who is 
president of the Cardiff 
Institute for the Blind, 
went along to the allot¬ 
ment site at Garth to 
open the Bronfair 
Garden for the Disabled. 

The weather was 
grand and a choir of chil¬ 
dren from Garth Primary 
School entertained the 
guests with a selection 
of songs from Grease. 

The creation of the 
garden was down to a lot 
of hard work by mem¬ 
bers of the Bridgend 
County Allotment 

Association, who were 
approached last autumn 
by the Bridgend and 
District Visually 

Impaired Society, to see 
if they had a piece of 
allotment land that could 
host a gardening club for 
visually impaired mem¬ 
bers. 

The association did 
have a piece of very 
overgrown land on the 
allotment site in Garth 
and it was the only plot 
available on all 11 sites 
which they manage 
because of the huge 
demand for allotments at 
the moment. 

Spokeswoman Linda 
Williams said that the 
association had just 
received some funding 
to enlarge the car park so 
when the machine came 
in to clear the land for 
that, they also had it to 
clear the overgrown 
allotment site as well.

At the opening cere¬ 
mony, the chair of 
Bridge VIS, Julie 
Thomas, said that gar¬ 
dening was enjoyed by 
many but often taken for 
granted.

The scrutiny com¬ 
mittee added that the

‘Don’t 
put out 
rubbish 
early!’ 


THE issue of black rubbish 
bags being put out too early 
was discussed at Llantwit 
Major’s latest PACT meeting 
on June 29.
